I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1972* 

There  is  very  little  information  to  bo  derived  from  the  vital  statistics 
because  tho  population  is  too  small  for  satisfactory  year  to  year  comparison. 

Mass  immunisations  against  measles  was  continued  in  clinics  and  schools 
with  moderate  response  and  also  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  tetanus# 

Tuberculin  testing,  followed  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  among 
school  children  at  11  years  of  age  onwards. 

No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Attendances  at  the  Mobile  Child  Welfare  Clinic  have  been  satisfactory. 

Housing  inspections  havo  continued  during  the  year  and  a  number  of 
families  with  social  problems  have  been  visited* 

The  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  and  staff  for  their 
co-oporation.
